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Young Adult Authors at Shipyard Park

The Mattapoisett Free Public Library presented a 
unique opportunity to catch four popular authors at the 
height of their powers before last Thursday's Teen Dance. 

Scott Blagden (Dear Life, You Suck), Kimberly 
Marcus (Exposed), Joe Lawlor (hully.com), and Rebecca 
Maizel (Infinite Days) write for a 12- to 18-year-old 
audience and tackle subjects that tend to appeal to that 
age group. 

Blagden's novel - recently nominated for the 
Young Adult Library Services Association Best Fiction 
Award - features a Holden Caulfield-esque protagonist, 
and the Wareham resident said he enjoys running his 
workshops for young people through the Mattapoisett 
Library. 

'T did write when I was a teen, but I gave it up, 
and I didn't pick it back up until my 40s,'' Blagden said. 
'T regret that, so talking to these kids about writing is 
something I'm passionate about." 

On Thursday night, Blagden could be seen 
mentoring fan and aspiring novelist Jacqueline Leduc, a 
14-year-old Acushnet resident. 

Marcus, who lives in Dartmouth, said she 
is drawn to both "silly rhyming books for children 
and angsty, edgy teen novels." Exposed fits the latter 
description, but Marcus has published both. 

Lawlor 's novel centers on cyber-bullying. The 
advertiser-turned-teacher-turned-author said he has seen 
bullying up close, and said that today's brand is different 
from the more obvious bullying of the past. 

"These days, it's different. You don't always know 
who the bully is. I wanted it to be topical, but I didn't 
want to make it too heavy," said Lawlor of his mystery. 
"When you have a school full of suspects, it's a really nice 
way to begin a story" 

Maizel, meanwhile, said that there is a "stigma 
about supernatural fantasy, like, 'Oh, another vampire 
book,' but I think the idea of emergence and finding your 
identity really resonates with teenagers." Infinite Days is 
the first book in Maizel' s Vampire Queen series, and the

District Names New RMS Principal

Old Rochester Regional School District 
Superintendent Doug White announced this week that 
Derek Medeiros will succeed Moira Rodgers as Principal 
at Rochester Memorial School. 

Rodgers resigned short of one year on the job. 

Medeiros offered his own resignation from the 
ORR School Committee soon after his election in order to 
apply for the RMS principal position. Prior to his work 
in the Tri-Town, Medeiros served as principal at Ellen R. 
Hathaway Elementary School in New Bedford. 

"There's a commitment to excellence at Rochester 
Memorial that I really look forward to being a part of," 
Medeiros said. "As a resident of Rochester, my children 
will eventually attend RMS. This was something I really 
wanted. It was an opportunity that I could not pass up, 
and I took a chance resigning from the School Committee 
to pursue it." 

White praised Medeiros' s achievements in the 
classroom and out, calling him a "consensus builder" and 
noting his work as a hockey coach. 

"He has strong communication skills and 
uses data to monitor student learning and teacher 
effectiveness," White said in a statement. "In addition, he 
has a strong administrative background in curriculum, 
budget, facilities management, professional development, 
staff observation and evaluation techniques." 

Medeiros said he's eager for his tenure to start on 

July 22.

Kevin Woodward Leads Playground Effort 

2013 Rochester Keel Award Winner

The Wanderer congratulates Kevin J. Woodward 
for receiving one of its 19th Annual Keel Awards, which 
honor nominees from Rochester, Marion and Mattapoisett 
who have gone above and beyond with service to their 
community. 

Woodward is the winner for the town of 
Rochester Recently, Woodward, who grew up in 
Rochester and attended RMS and ORR, decided that RMS 
needed to do something about its lack of a proper area for 
students to get some sort of physical activity at recess. At 
the time, they were playing in a parking lot. 

"RMS was undergoing renovation expansion," 
Woodward said. He said that, initially, the budget for the 
renovation allowed for the construction of a playground, 
but that it eventually was removed from the budget. 

"We tried to raise some money to build 
something that will service our kids at the schools," he 
said. 

Woodward said they did so by combining a 
traditional walk-a-thon with RMS's field day, calling 
it the "Miles for Memorial Fitness Challenge." The 
challenge involved students walking a 2-mile loop, as 
well as several other physical activities, with the idea of 
promoting fitness as well as to raise money for the new 
playground.

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Students were asked to get sponsors on a per- 
mile or flat rate. The result was that the students helped 
to raise more than $25,000, which eventually led to the 
construction of the new playground, which breaks ground 
on August 10.

A Few of Ellen Flynn's Favorite Things 

2013 Mattapoisett Keel Award Winner

It's fitting that Ellen Flynn, a poet and retired 
librarian, finds inspiration in Mattapoisett by watching 
the sea and walking the wooded trails, because she is a 
force of nature. 

Taken together, Flynn' s contributions are 
humbling to behold: Between her time in Mattapoisett 
during the Seventies and since her return in the early 
2000s, she has impacted thousands with her service. For 
her tireless work in the Tri-Town and beyond, Flynn is The 
Wanderer's recipient of the 2013 Mattapoisett Keel Award. 

"My motivation comes from the fond feeling I 
have for Mattapoisett and its lifestyle," Flynn said. "There 
are so many different opportunities for people to take 
advantage of such a marvelous community." 

Mattapoisett is indeed marvelous - or, if you 
go by the bumper sticker on the back of Flynn' s car, 
"Mattapoisett ... is Special!" - and it's due in large part to 
her volunteering. Flynn has served as President and Vice 
President of the Woman's Club, including stints as Chair 
of both the Great Decisions Foreign Policy Discussion 
group and Scholarship Committee sponsored by the Club. 

A passionate Ikebana floral artist, Flynn has also 
chaired the Garden Tour and is a member of the Garden 
Group. She serves as Director of the Land Trust, while 
chairing the Education and Scholarship committees, and 
has chaperoned the Center School's third-grade trip to the 
Buzzards Bay Coalition for the past three years. 

"It's a great opportunity to work in the 
educational aspect of the Land Trust, so I jumped 
immediately into what I could do for children," Flynn 
said. "A driving concern of mine is maintaining what 
makes Mattapoisett charming and wonderful for people 
who haven't yet fully discovered it. And I love witnessing 
the children's experience, watching them learn what's 
going on outside of their own community."

But make no mistake, this community is first in 
Flynn's heart. The former Vassar College librarian who 
''will always love walking through a library'' is Vice 
President of the Friends of the Mattapoisett Library, 
a member of its Writers' Group, and a director at its 
Summer Reading Program's Outdoor Theater. She is also 
a Life Member of the Historical Society, where she created 
a children's herb and wildflower garden at the museum. 
For good measure, she also presents a Monarch Butterfly 
Program at the Sippican Health Care Center. 

The list of accomplishments goes on and on. 
She is unstoppable. In fact, it seems that the only thing 
Flynn isn't capable of is talking about herself. Luckily, her 
daughter Cobey is visiting during our interview. 

"I was out here for Mother's Day, and she had 
four things she was doing, plus preparing for the Land 
Trust's annual board meeting," Cobey said. "She'll do 
these events and then will clean up the kitchen and bring 
the food to those who might need it. She's amazing. She's 
so positive every time I talk to her." 

I suggested that Flynn - who some jokingly refer 
to as the "Mayor of Mattapoisett" - run for office, and that 
Cobey serve as her campaign manager. 

"My mom is known for taking it to the next 
level," she said. "You might volunteer, but she'll be like, 
'You know what else we could do? We could do this, this, 
and this to make it better.' And everybody will say, 'Oh, 
Ellen, that would be great!'"

NEW PUPPY 

I got a new puppy and he is biting me like mad. I say "no 
hite" lout it isn't working. Any suggestions? 
Congratulations on your new puppy. Once you get 
him to 5 months of age the anoying sharp baby teeth 
fall out so the problem disappears. In the meantime, 
puppies play using their mouths so the bites you are 
getting are not malicious in intent. Two main sugges- 
tions: play dates with other dogs to wear your puppy 
out. They have energy that they need to disperse and 
playing with another dog every other day or so is 
the easiest way to accomplish this. Part 2 is that your 
puppy probably doesn't care what it is chewing on so 
substitute a toy for your hand. Rawhides, beef bones, 
ropes, tough soft puppy toys all may work well. 
Throw a ball for the puppy to fetch. He wants to play 
and you just need to divert his attention to something 
other than your hand.

Officials Address Multiple Concerns 

Mattapoisett Conservation Commission 
By Shawn Badgley 

The Conservation Commission took action and 
pondered more action at Monday's meeting. 

Voting to redouble their efforts on enforcement at 
Leisure Shores Marina, Commissioners crafted language 
for a letter scolding the business for "unpermitted 
activities, which are causing pollution.'' Those activities 
include boat-bottom cleaning, paint scraping and 
ineffective quality control. 

In addition, the Commission agreed to press 
the DEP on its oversight of a controversial project on 
Goodspeed Island, where neighbors and others reported 
numerous environmental violations - confirmed by the 
Conservation Commission in May. 

"We've allowed DEP to take the lead," said 
Chairman Peter Newton while responding to residents' 
questions Monday night. "But at some point, we might 
have to take independent action." 

After some discussion and revisiting the issue 
later in the meeting. Commissioners voted to send a 
formal request to the DEP. 

"I don't think there's a problem sending them 
a letter asking them to pick up the pace," Newton said, 
"because this is a big issue for us." 

Elsewhere on the agenda, the Commission 
approved the installation and step tests for wells at the 
Mattapoisett Water and Sewer Commission Pump Station 
off of Acushnet Road, but stopped short of giving the go- 
ahead on a prolonged pump test as part of the Notice of 
Intent. Drilling on the project will begin in August. 

D&B Quality Construction received a Certificate 
of Compliance at 15 Cedarcrest Avenue after removing 
a deck, shower and sonotubes over protected wetlands

on the property. D&B has also replanted blueberry and 
winterberry bushes in the wetlands. 

"I think it'll grow back fairly quickly now that it's 
exposed/' Conservation Agent Elizabeth Leidhold said. 

The Conservation Commission also advised 
principals from the Mattapoisett Shores Association to 
apply for a Notice of Intent in their quest to implement a 
beach nourishment program. 

The Commission acknowledged receipt of letters 
of interest for an open seat and planned to ask the Board 
of Selectmen for what will likely be an extension from 
August 13 to August 27 in recommending a candidate. 

Finally, Leidhold reminded Mattapoisett residents 
of the importance of the Open Space Survey, available for 
quick completion at www.mattapoisett.net. The survey 
offers residents a chance to have a say in the town's plans. 

The next Conservation Commission meeting is 
scheduled for August 12.

visiting with relatives and eating a huge Sunday 
dinner was a routine part of my week. I wondered if 
Sundays had changed for others, from traditional church 
attendance and family visits to something else. After all, 
hasn't everything changed?

From K. Livery of greater Chicago: "I looked 
forward so much to Sundays. It was the one day different 
from the others.

From Fairhaven, Sue H. said, "As a full-time 
worker, I have learned to make myself treasure every 
minute of Saturday and Sunday ... a second cup of coffee 
especially on Sundays . . . when our boys were young, we 
did lots of sporting events, but now we enjoy sitting out 
on our back deck together." 

From a rich tapestry of domestic life, Richard 
S. paints the following story: "Sunday mornings of my 
childhood began with 8:30 am Mass with the entire family, 
followed by either visiting each of my grandparents' 
houses for pastries and coffee, or, during the good 
weather, a cookout in their backyards. Sometimes, we'd 
go for a drive to the countryside or along the coast, 
stopping along the way at a clam shack. In the fall, it was 
apple picking, or a day a Rocky Point Park or Lincoln 
Park or Crescent Park. 

"Now that I'm older, it's my turn to pick up the 
mantle hosting Sunday dinners here when my kids don't 
have events I need to take them too. Still, we try to keep 
the traditions going, but it is harder and harder with the 
current pace of life. Definitely not like days past, which 
were much more relaxed and leisurely. I miss those days."

For many families, one or both of the 
breadwinners might be working. Two teenage girls told 
me: "Mom works, and Dad does his gardening, so I either 
sleep till noon or read, visit with friends . . . we go to 
church as a family on Saturday 

And the other said; ''My mom usually works, too, 
and sometimes Dad also, but most of the time Dad and I 
sing in church together ... then Fll do homework or help 
clean up the house and wait for Mom to come home.'' 

Sometimes we have to go where a family member 
is located in order to keep the familial ties strong. Such 
is the case for those visiting nursing homes. Go to any 
parking lot of any nursing home anywhere and you'll find 
cars filled with families heading inside to visit a cloistered 
loved one on Sunday. These multigenerational knots of 
people find their way to the bedside or wheelchair of 
grandmothers, grandfathers, mothers, fathers or other 
relatives. Visiting a nursing home is a very hard duty, for 
sure. But so strong is the drive to spend at least part of 
their Sunday with the missing family member that the 
sacrifice is made. 

Sundays have most likely changed for the 
majority of us. Yet, as our business norms, social norms 
and family structures have changed, it seems to me that 
one thing has remained - Sundays are for being with 
family as much as possible. As I look around our village, 
I see families spending afternoons walking, pushing the 
kids on swings, eating ice cream, picnicking or biking

Dear Editor: 

Is Mattapoisett unfriendly toward dogs? 

It's a question that's become prevalent for those 
of us w^ho have pets. The latest manifestation is the town's 
Animal Control Officer asking people with pets to leave 
the band concert or be fined. While a town ordinance 
exists, and the officer was simply doing her job, many 
of us openly disagree with this ordinance. Moreover, 
this seems a ridiculous way to ask the town to engage 
residents and visitors in our community. 

This is not new. We've banned dogs from Ned's 
Point. We've banned them from Shipyard Park. We've 
banned them from walking off -leash adjacent to Railroad 
Avenue. It's a questionable use of law, time and resources 
for questionable reasons. 

There is essentially no public space in 
Mattapoisett where pets are allowed (particularly 
unleashed) without breaking an ordinance. Even in urban 
communities such as Boston, such spaces exist. 

In the case of Railroad Avenue, it was one 
neighbor who rallied a group that showed up to Town 
Meeting to leash the dogs, and then left after the agenda 
item because she got what she wanted. I know; I was 
there. This was not public safety or health - it was

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Louder than Life

The Conjuring, Starring Lili Taylor and Ron Livingston. 
Directed by James Wan. Running time: 112 minutes. 
MPAA rating: R. 

According to the demonologists in The Conjur- 
ing, there are three stages of demonic activity: infestation, 
oppression, and possession. I don't know about the other 
two, but the sound design of the movie is oppressive 
beyond belief — this damn thing is louder than Pacific 
Rim. The soundtrack rumbles and moans ominously, 
doors creak open at the volume of the earth cracking 
open, doors slam shut with the impact of an M-80. Once, 
a few framed family photos crash to the floor with such 
aural aggression that they could wake up people in the 
next county, though most of the household sleeps through 
it. And that's all before the main event begins, with the 
shrieking and the howling and the Latin-shouting and the 
deep-bass Dolbying. 

Most of the power of The Conjuring derives from 
its use, or overuse, of sound and shadow and menacing 
mood. The director, James Wan (who made the surpris- 
ingly lucrative demon flick Insidious two summers ago), 
seems interested lately in spooking audiences the old- 
fashioned way; the movie is rated R, though there's no 
sex / nudity, scant swearing that I can remember, and 
pretty much no blood except for a cop who gets bitten on 
the cheek. Indeed, this was a big story in the online film- 
geek press some months back: it seems that The Conjuring 
is simply too scary for a PG-13 rating. The MPAA's official 
decree as it appears in ads is that the R indicates "se- 
quences of disturbing violence and terror," which I guess 
is true, if by "disturbing violence and terror" they mean 
"the same jump scares you've seen in a hundred PG-13 
ghost/ demon horror flicks, only really loud." 

The movie is allegedly drawn from the real-life 
attempts of the paranormal-crusader couple Ed (demo- 
nologist) and Lorraine (psychic) Warren, played here by 
Patrick Wilson and Vera Farmiga, to contend with other- 
worldly bullies making home life hell for a Rhode Island 
family in 1971. The demon appears to be the shade of a 




"witch" who hanged herself from a tree in the front yard 
centuries ago, and has since amused herself by making 
mothers kill their children. To this end, the demon targets 
Carolyn Perron, played by Lili Taylor in her first major- 
release haunted-house film since 1999's The Haunting 
remake; at least The Conjuring is better, and I'm always 
tickled to see a one-time indie-film goddess like Taylor in 
a summer creepshow for the masses, though she spends 
most of the climax in a burlap bag. Even The Haunting 
didn't treat her so disrespectfully. 

Ron Livingston, looking like a cross between Kyle 
Chandler and Paul LeMat, is the lumpily amiable and 
useless husband, and the family is rounded out by five 
daughters I could never tell apart, except for the young- 
est, who's always talking to a little-boy ghost via the mir- 
ror in a music box. The movie runs for a while on minor 
portents gradually ratcheting up, sometimes cutting away 
to show the Warrens at home with their daughter, who, 
fortunately for her always-on-call ghostbuster parents, 
has a nanny to look after her. Patrick Wilson and Vera 
Farmiga make a pleasant and intriguing team — I might 
sit for a TV show about the Warrens if they reprised the 
roles. The Warrens seem admirably cool in the face of de- 
monic hissy fits — they've seen it all, though Lorraine is 
haunted by something she saw during an exorcism. What 
was it? "I don't know and I won't ask," says Ed, and the 
movie — to its credit, or perhaps saving something for a 
sequel — is equally taciturn about it. 

I don't know much about the actual Perron case, 
other than that weird stuff happened and the family lived 
in the house for ten years. As the movie has it, they're there 
for maybe a few months or even weeks, and it all builds 
to a climax in which a scissors-wielding Lili Taylor chases 
a little girl through a hidden passage in the walls. This, I 
am reasonably sure, did not actually happen. I also cannot 
comment on whether the thing that truly saved the family 
was not the power of Christ but the memory of a really 
nice day at the beach. In some ways. The Conjuring, set in 
the '70s, seems to have been made in the '70s; all it needs 
at the end is a heartwarming freeze-frame of the happy, 
no-longer-demonized family. But the score cheeses things 
up quite enough as it is, leading to a final onscreen quote 
from Ed (dead these seven years now) admonishing us to 
believe in God and Satan. Wait, and here I thought all you 
need is love and a family beach photo.
